IS ARRANGED FOR LOCAL UNION:

CHURCHES IN ALBERTA AND WEST 


Rev. Dr. Riddell and Rev. T. C. Buchanan Return From Conference 
at Toronto—Many Significant Changes in Present Form of 
Administration Are Made 


Rev. T. C. Buchanan and Dr, J, HW. 


Riddell returned Monday from 
Toronto, where they attended a meet- 
ing of the central committee on co- 


operation, appointed by the three de- 
nominations at present pledged to 
consummate organic union, This cen- 
tral committee has as its duty the 
work of drawing up a constitution or 
basis under which the plan of co- 
operation between these denomina- 
tions, pending the completion of or- 
ganic union, may be carried into ef- 
fect by provincial and local commit- 
tees. This central committee was ap- 
pointed six years ago, and at that 
time, with no experience in the prac- 
tical workings of co-operation, drew 
up a constitution under which the 
large measure of co-operation now ex- 
isting has been carried forward, At 
that time no provision was made for 
“Loeal Union Churches,” a type of 
chureh which has proved a serious 
factor in the West, especially in Man- 
itoba and to some degree in Sask- 
atchewan, and consequently the nego- 
jating bodies ordered the central com- 
mittee to meet at this time of the year, 
review the whole situation, and see if 
the provisions already adopted could 
not be so amended as to remedy some 
of the evils of co-operation as at pres- 
ent in operation, and to devise, if pos- 
sible, some plan by which these ‘“Lo- 
cal Union Churches" already formed 
or to be formed might not lose the 
guidance and inspiration of the parent 
bodies. 

Those in attendance were: From the 
Presbyterian church, Dr. Baird, Mo- 
derator of the General Assembly and 


Chairman of the Committee; Pres, 
Valeoner, Pres. Murray, Prin. Can- 
dier, Rev. Dr Fraser, Widgeon, 


Drummond, Clarke and Edmiston, 
and two laymen unknown by name, 
Irom the Congregational chureh, Rev. 
Drs, Pedley, Gunn and Day. From 
the Methodist chureh, Dr. Chown, 
General Superintendent; Revs. Bu- 
chanan, Allen, Riddell, Darwin, 
Cooke, Manning, Ferguson, Long, Hon. 
kb. J, Davis, and Hon, N. W. Rowell, 
Significant Changes 

A number of rather — signfiicant 
changes were made. The first was to 
enlarge the definition of a “field” to 
include in addition to a mission any 
station or charge paying $1200.00 or 
less for ministerial support. This will 
bring within the purview of the com- 
mittee some aggravaied cases of over- 
lapping in self-sustaining charges. 

The second was a modification of an 
existing regulation to read as follows: 
“Wherever any field or section of a 
province has been assigned by the co- 
operation committee to any one of the 
negotiating denominations, all the 
members of the negotiating churches 
within the territory assigned shall 
constitute the roll of membership, and 
may organize their local congregation 
according to the rules and regulations 
of the denomination to which it is 
assigned, or, it may organize the local 
congregation according to the propos- 
ed basis of union ,and shall have its 
connexional relationship with the de- 
nomination to which it is assigned, 
and shall support the missionary and 
other connexional funds of such de- 
nomination.” 

The third change was an addition 
which makes provision for the careful 
visiting of the field under considera- 
tion before it is assigned, and after it 
is assigned, in order that there may be 
no misunderstanding among the local 
people as to what its proposed and, 
when completed, as to what has been 
done. <A further provision was made 
for the visiting of the field afterwards 
by representatives of the denomina- 
tion should any difficulty arise over 
the question of co-operation, 

A fourth change was a recommend? 
ation that all property in an assigned 
field should go to the denomination to 
which the field was assigned, provided, 
however, that all financial liabilities 
to the denomination leaving the field 
were discharged, and all financial re- 
sponsibilities for debts on such pro- 
perty assumed by the field, This re- 
commendation was placed’ in the 
hands of a representative committee 
to consult with the legal advisers of 
the respective churches as to how 
and how far such provision could be 
carried ont, 

A considerable discussion took 
pluce over the fact of ministers of the 
negotiating church, which have with- 
drawn from a field or territory, keep- 
ing a connection more or less inti- 
mate with such fields and their mem- 
bers. This connection often acts as 
un irritant, and prevents the easy 
amalgamation and coalescence of in- 
terests. All sections strongly con- 
demned such activtity, and regarded 
it as highly inimical to the course of 
co-operation and the progress of the 
Kingdom of God, 

The effort of institutions,

losely connected with one of the ne-

gotiating churches, to canvass for 
funds and other interests of the insti- 
tution in fields assigned to the other 
denominations was strongly repre- 
hended by all present. 

New Provisions, 

On the second day the central com- 
mittee considered matters which were 
for the most part new. These were 
the devising of provisions which 
should govern churehes, desiring to 
form a union, having in it more inde- 
pendence than that secured in the 
foregoing provisions regarding co- 
operation. It was the strong affirma- 
tion and advice of the central com- 
mittee that pending the organic union 
of the churches, uniting congregations 
should follow the lines of co-opera- 
tion, But if such congregations, after 
earefully consulting the officials of 
their respective denominations before 
taking any steps toward union, should 
still feel that a looser connection with 
the parent bodies than that provided 
in co-operation was desirable in the 
interest of the work of the kingdom 
of God in the community, then they 
may unite under the provisions for a 
“local union church in affiliation with 
one of the negotiating bodies.” 

A local union church in affiliation 
was defined to be one which had its 
organization aceording to the pro- 
prosed basis of union for the Congre- 
gational, Presbyterian and Methodist 
churches, and receiving its spiritual 
supervis 1 and inspiration from one 
of the negotiating churches selected 
at a meeting called for the purpose 
by the communicant members of the 
congregation and contributing to the 
missionary or other connexional funds 
of the denomination selected, Such a 
congregation would eall its own pas- 
tor, and manage its own temporal af- 
fairs. It would report annually to the 
denomination with which it is affili- 
ated, and its representatives might sit 
as corresponding members in the 
church courts of the denominetion 
with which it is affiliated. Such a coa- 
gregation having this loose form of 
connexion, known as affiliation, could 
not look to the denomination for mis- 
sionary grants, or other financial sup-

Montreal Man Who Gets Decora- 
tion is Brother of Mrs, 
DeBlois Thibaudeau 


Among those who have just been 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Order is Lt. Col. Fred Gascoigne of 
Montreal. Col, Gascoigne is a brother 
of Mrs. De Blois Thibaudeau of this 
city, whose husband is now second in 
command of the 233rd Wrench Ca- 
nadian Battalion. 

Col. Gascoigne is of military des- 
cent, his father having been a surgeon 
in the Royal Artillery. Lt. Col, Gas- 
coigne in civil life was with tthe Ca- 
nadian Pacifie, in the car distribution 
department, with Lt, Col. G, 8. Can- 
tile, who is also granted the D.8.0. 
Lt. Col. Gascoigne ig one of the oldest 
members of the Victoria Rifles, which 
he joined 27 years ago as a private. 
He worked his way up unlil he won 
his commission, and then went ahead 
until he was appointed  Lieutenant- 
colonel in October of 1914, succeeding 
Lt. Col. W. W. Burland, who went to 
the front with the 14th.

The inexplicable thing is 
that while the allied commanders 
have not felt strong enough to 
take the offensive against the Bul- 
gar-Turk-Teuton forces they have 
not taken measures to put the 
prospective Greek ally of these 
forces ont of business.

The London Nation wants the 
Allies to go back on Russia and 
make peace on condition that 
Constantinople be international- 
ized. There are two or three 
reasons against it. One is that the 
Lritish Empire went into this war 
to vindicate its pledged word, and 
should not buy out of it by break- 
ing its pledged word. Another is 
that unless Russia takes Constanti- 
nople the Turks will keep it, and 
Russia will not take it unless to 
keep. Athird is that ‘‘interna- 
lionalization’’ is meaningless and 
illusory until the Teutonie-Turk 
allianee is smashed. Belgium was 
internationalized, and the Huns 
would do to Constantinople what 
they did to Belgium when they got 
veady, In this war there ean be 
no compromise. The compromise 
yould be to sign our death war- 
rant in advance,
